Athletics  Not  Over- 
Emphasized  in  ALC 
Church  Schools. 


Tlial  athletics  are  not  over¬ 
emphasized  in  our  church  schools, 
IS  thi-  opinion  expressed  in  the 
Dec.  4  issue  of  the  Lutheran ! 
Standard,  by  E.  W.  Hcrtel.  direc-  I 
tor  of  physical  education  at  Wart-  i 
liurg  college.  I 

In  order  to  obtain  information, ; 
questionnaires  were  sent  to  the  I 
live  colleges  supported  by  the 
American  Lutheran  church.  These 
evealed  first  of  all  that  only  one 
ichool  offer.s  a  few  small  scholar- 
hips  for  athletics.  These  are 
iwarded  the  same  as  scholar- 
hips  for  proficiency  in  music  and 
cholastic  activities.  Many  stu¬ 
dents  this  year  went  to  other 
places  where  they  were  offered 
ore  financial  aid. 

The  statistics  showed  that  from 
fi5  to  nearly  100  percent  of  the 
nen  enrolled  at  the  five  schools 
ook  part  in  intramural  sports. 
The  number  taking  part  in  inter- 
ollegiute  sports  varies  from  19 
.;er  cent  in  one  school  to  75  per 
cent  in  another. 

Four  of  the  five  schools  list  nth- 
l-.tics  os  a  major  activity.  All  of 
ihe  church  colleges  participate  in 
lootbnll,  basketball,  and  baseball. 
^ome  also  have  tennis,  hockey, 
nd  track.  Intramur.il  sports  in- 
ludc  these  as  well  as  horseshoe, 
olleyball,  softball,  and  the  like. 
The  colleges  are  members  of  dif- 
.rent  competitive  conferences. 

A  minor  in  pliysical  education  ii 
iffered  at  Wartburg  and  Capital 
.'jiiversity  Their  catalogs  also  list 
uch  courses  os  Introduction  tc 
■‘tiysical  Education,  Technique  of 
.lames.  Red  Cross  First  Aid.  etc. 
However,  a  person  i.s  not  able  to 
major  in  coaching  in  .-my  of  our 
hurch  colleges.  The  only  physical 
.lining  at  some  of  the  colleges  is 
ilisthenics  and  the  playing  of 
roup  games. 

•I  feel  sure,  that  after  consider¬ 
ing  the  fact,  we  cannot  say  that 
'  ur  Luther .^n  colleges  over-em- 
.‘hasizc  athle'ics.  In  fact,  we  have 
i’t.‘eh  (.riticized,  especially  by  some 
iiombers  of  the  laity,  for  under- 
mphasizing  sports,  a  criticism 
liich'  in  itself  should  answer  the 
'•blion  whether  we  place  too 
must  stress  on  athletic  activity,” 
ierls  Coach  Hertel. 

He  rontinuvs,  ‘'Organized  sports 
liave  come  to  stay;  they  are  be¬ 
aming  a  necessary  and  colorful 
lit  ot  college  life,  but  at  best 
K-y  .are,  and  we  hope  will  remain, 
nly  one  phase  of  the  e.xtra-cur- 
I'lculai  activities  which  are  de¬ 
igned  to  aid  the  student  in  obtain- 
ng  tlie  maximum  of  benefit  from 
his  college  course.” 

.  Hertel  has  a  bachelor's 
degree  from  Peru  State  Teachei-s 
college  and  a  master's  degree  from 
Denver  University.  He  has  been 
instructor  at  Alexandria  high 
hool.  Neb.,  and  instructor  in  sci- 
ice  and  physical  education  at 
Hebron  Junior  college.  Since  1934 
he  has  been  head  of  the  biolo^ 
department  and  director  of  physi- 
1  educlaion  at  Wartbuig  college.

It  was  overwhelm¬ 
ing  when  they  learned  that  Chis- 
topher's  daubs  were  worth  a  for¬ 
tune — and  how  they  scurried  to 
find  them.  There  was  one  in  the 
chicken  coop  and  the  daughter  of 
the  house  had  painted  some  flow¬ 
ers  on  the  back  of  another,  and 
Abby,  the  servant  girl,  had  a  por¬ 
trait  of  herself  in  her  room-  A 
scramble  ensues  with  Abby  in 
the  thick  of  it.  And  always  in 
the  scramble,  the  effect  on  the 
characters  of  those  involved  is 
uppermost;  always  there  is  the 
flurry  and  distress  of  minds  un¬ 
der  the  turmoil  of  action;  always 
present,  too,  is  the  lovable  sim¬ 
plicity  of  Abby,  to  whom  Chris¬ 
topher  was  an  unmercenary  mem¬ 
ory  of  distant  happiness.

Missionary  Society  Members 
Move  Museum  to  New  Home 


Hope  to  Classify  New 
Guinea  Items  Before 
Spring. 


(By  August  Engclbrccht) 

Preliminaiy  anangemcni  ol 
specimens  in  the  New  Guinea 
Museum  o(  the  American  Luther* 
an  Church  located  at  Warlburg 
Seminary  has  been  conipjeted. 

This  project  was  undertaken  by 
the  Missionary  Society  of  Wart- 
burg  Seminary  in  the  spring  of 
1937.  At  the  time  the  project  was 
undertaken,  museum  specimens 
were  kept  in  a  small  room  whose 
size  did  nut  permit  ample  display. 
Seminary  auUtoritics  granted  per* 
mission  to  move  the  museum  to 
a  large,  well  lighted  room,  which 
is  of  sufficient  size  to  accomodate 
the  specimens  now  at  hand.  Be¬ 
fore  the  close  of  school  in  May, 
1937,  specimens  and  cases  were 
moved  to  the  new  quarters.  This 
fall  several  members  of  the  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society  utilized  their 
spare  time  in  making  a  prelimin- 
■try  an-angement  of  objects.  Be¬ 
fore  the  end  of  winter  it  is  hoped 
that  final  disposition  of  objects 
will  be  completed  and  that  ample 
descriptive  and  identifying  mater¬ 
ial  will  be  provided. 

The  purpose  of  this  collection 
as  the  official  New  Guinea 
Museum  of  the  American  Luther¬ 
an  Church  is  to  awaken  interest  in 
the  New  Guinea  Mission  field  and 
to  provide  a  central  depository  for 
specimens  from  the  field.  At 
present  many  objects  intended  for 
this  museum  have  stopped  along 
the  way,  but  efforts  are  in  motion 
lo  gather  these  stray  specimens 
and  bring  them  to  the  central 


nluscum.  It  is  also  hoped  that 
additional  specimens  will  be  sent 
from  the  field  to  fill  out  tlie  col¬ 
lection. 

The  Missionary  Society  further 
plans  to  collect  the  best  pictures 
t.akcn  on  the  mission  field  and  to 
have  them  enlarged,  mounted,  and 
filed  so  that  all  interested  may 
have  access  to  them.

Conference  of  Lutheran  Col¬ 
lege  PnculUes  Held  at 
Hecorah. 

Two-thii-ds  of  the  Wnrtburg 
faculty  attended  the  thii-d  annual 
conference  of  the  Lutheran  col¬ 
lege  faculties  whiclt  met  on  Fi-i- 
day  and  Saturday,  Nov.  26  and  27 
at  Luther  College,  Decorah.  la. 

This  conference  is  in  charge  of 
the  commission  on  higher  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  American  Lutheran 
Conference,  uitder  the  chairman¬ 
ship  of  Dr.  J.  C.  K.  Preus.  Almost 
all  of  the  19  colleges  and  semin¬ 
aries  represented  belong  to  the 
American  Lutheran  Conference. 
The  delegation  of  38  members  of 
St.  Olaf  College  was  the  largest 
present.
